Reassuring. 


SOUGHT HEADWATERS OF AMAZON 


[BY CABLE TO THD NEW YORK TIMES.) 
SANTAREM, Brasil, via Pernam- 
buco, St. Vincent, and the Azores, 
March 22.—We have lost everything 
in the rapids (presumably rapids of 
a tributary of the Amason river.) 
Telephone my wife of my safety, 
ANTHONY FIALA. 


New York, March 22.—[Special.]—Anthony 
Fiala, the well known arctic explorer and res- 
ident of Brooklyn, who sent the above cable 
message to the Times, is one of the members 
of the party of Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
which plunged into the unexplored wilds of 
central Brazil about nine days ago, expecting 
to reach Maneos, the commercial metropolis 
of the Amazon country, about 900 miles from 
the mouth of the river. 

Santarem, whence the message comes, is on 
the Tapajos river, close to its confluence 
with the Amazon and about 500 miles from 
the mouth of the latter. 

Inquiries made today showed that the 
Roogevelt family had heard nothing yet 
from the colonel concerning the mishap to 
the expedition or his own situation. It need 
not be inferred from this fact, however, that 
the colonel has sustained any persona! in- 
jury. 

On the contrary, Mr. Fiala’s silence on the 
subject indicates that the colone 
that the loss is confined to the equipment 
‘and the archological and other specimens 
gathered by the expedition. 


Silence On Roosevelt Reassuring. 

The understanding with Mr. Fiala was that 
any personal injury to the colonel was to be 
cabled immediately and fully. 

It is also probable that Mr. Fiala himself 
is not at Santarem, but entrusted his mes- 
sage to some native on the way to that town. 

In a letter written on Jan. 16 from Tapira- 
poan, in Matto Grosso, a large province in 
the south central part of Brazil, received last 
week by Frank M. Chapman, curator of 
birds of the American museum of natural 
history; Col. Roosevelt said that in a month 
or six weeks he would reach the headwaters 
of an unexplored river, and that he expected 
to go down this, taking with him his son, 
Kermit, Mr. Fiala, and George K. Cherrie, a 
representative of the museum, besides Col. 
Rondon and other Brazilian members of the 
party. 

Col. ‘Roosevelt did not say in this letter 
whether the river had a name, but Theodore 
Roosevelt Jr. said today that in another letter 
his father had called it: the Rio Duivata, or 
“ River of Doubt.” 


Equipment of Party Unknown, 

What equipment Col, Roosevelt's party had 
to make the trip down this unknown river is 
largely a matter of conjecture. After leav- 
ing the upper Parana and Paraguay rivers, 
which flow southward and join the Rio de la 
Plata, the party had to traverse the plateau 
extending through Paraguay and Brazil, a 
trip of 500 miles or so, which the party started 
to make on horseback. 

Ascending the Paraguay river on the Adolfo 
Riquelmo, the gunboat yacht of the preei- 
dent of Paraguay, Col. Roosevelt reached 
Corumba, in Brazil, on the upper Paraguay 
river on Dec. 15. Some distance from Co- 
rumba the river becomes unnavigable. 

The head waters of the Paraguay river are 
in the plateau that extends into Matto 
Grosso. The sources of rivers that run 
southward to join the Rio de la Plata are 
sometimes within a few miles of the streams 
that flow down the north side of the plateau 
and become tributaries of the Amazon. 


Equipment Limited to Canoes? 
Col. Roosevelt does not state in any of his 


letters what means of transportation he. 


would use in descending the unknown river. 
It is believed that nothing heavier than ca- 
noes could have been carried on the 500 mile 
journey on horseback from the headwaters 
of the Paraguay to the “ River of Doubt.” 
Yet it is doubtful if canoes could carry the 
equipment required for such a long journey. 

The great danger in descending the streams 
that flow northward in Brasil to join the 
Amagon lies in the many rapids and falls. 
The plateau, which is from 8,000 to 4,000 feet 
above the sea level, slopes abruptly to the 
floor of the Amazon valley. For this reason 
some of the greatest waterfalls in the world 


are found in these tributaries.

The immediate cause of death was heart 
failure. It was induced by an infection from 


a severe cold which Mr. Smith hed contracted | 


in New York two weeks ago. 

Mr. Smith was confined to his room in a 
New York hotel for three days. He returned 
on Sunday e sick man and was placed under 
the care of Dr. Joseph A. Capps. He rallied 
on Saturday, but the improvement was only 
temporary. 

Born in 1853. 

The banker was born at Saugerties, N. ., 
on May 9, 18883. He was brought to Chicago 
when 3 years old by his parents, Solomon A. 
Smith and Mari Laflin Smith. After finishing 
the courses prescribed by the public schools 
he attended the old Chicago univeraity and 
was graduated in 1874. 

Mr. Smith’s first position ae a banker was 
in the National Bank of Illinoip under George 
Schneider. Mr. Smith and Eugene Prussing 
worked together at the time of the fire. He 
often told how he and Mr. Prussing took the 
bank’s cash from a safe under the porch of 
Mr. Schneider’s residence at Twentieth 
street and Michigan avenue soon after the 
fire and carried it in an express wagon to 
the west side, where temporary quarters 
were established. 

Mr. Smith became cashier of the Hide and 
Leather National bank, conducted by Charles 
F. Grey, now of Evanston. Later he was 
made vice president. He became a vice pres- 
ident of the Merchants Loan and Trust com- 
pany, of which his father wae president, 
about 1879, but retired soon, and a few years 
later founded the Northern Trust company. 


Interested in Three Things. 

“Mr. Smith was particularly interested in 
three things, his family, his bank, and his 
golf,” said H. O. Edmonds of the Northern 
Trust company. He had often told me that, 
next to his . he thought most of his 
bank.“ 

Mr. Smith e on May 26, 1676, to 
Mies Carrie Cornelia Stone of Chicago. They 
had four sona, Solomon A. Smith, vice presi- 
dent of the Northern Trust company: Walter 
B. Smith, formerly a partner in John H. 
Wrenn & Co.; Harold C. Smith of Hulburd, 
Warren & Chandler, and Bruce D. Smith, 
assistant cashier of the Northern Trust com- 


pany. 

His friends remember him as fond of chil- 
dren, golf, and practical jokes. 

“ He used to tell a joke on bimeelf,” said 
one of his friends. He hade habit of carry- 
ing only small sums of money with him. One 
day he went to lunch with Clarence Bucking- 
ham, and when he sat down at the table he 
pulled out a half dollar and put it on the table. 
‘That's all I have, and that’s all I'm going 
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| did not want to be a director in name alone.” 

Mr. Smith was director in the Common- 
| Wealth-Edison company, the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe, the Chicago and Nortb- 
western Railway company, and the Chicago 
Telephone company. 


Member of Many Clubs. 

Mr. Smith was a member of the Chicago 
club, the Union League club, the Chicago 
Athletic club, the Glen View Golf club, the 
Quadrangle club, the Saddle and Cycle club, 
the University club, the Chicago Golf club, 
the Midday club, the Bankers’ club, the Cax- 
ton club, and the Homewood Country club. 

Mr. Smith’s summer home, Briar Hill, at 
Lake Forest, is a large estate, beautifully 
groomed. He built the house about twenty 
years ago, and spent him summers there, 
convenient to his golf clubs. 

Little estimate could be formed of Mr. 
Smith's wealth. He owned two-fifths of the 
stock in the Northern Trust company of a 
par value of $600,000. The shares are now 
quoted at $325. He was known to have large 
holdings in a number of other interests, but 
their amount is uncertain.

TO SAVE TRINITY 


Pastor McGann Will Send Out 
17,000 Letters Asking 
Contributions. 


CENTRALCHURCH NEEDED 


A plan to prevent the abandonment of 
Trinity Episcopal church, Twenty-sixth and 
Michigan avenue, was outlined yesterday by 
the Rev. John Moore McGann. 

The Rev. Mr. McGann said many suppgrt- 
ers of the church had moved from the parish 
owing to the encroachment of business and 
possible extinction menaces the church. He 
asserted a community church, such as old 
Trinity, should be maintained at any cost, 
~ * Apne’ question is involved in the saving 
of Old Trinity,“ he said. Are churches in 
Chicago to be abandoned when encroached 
upon thy commercial districts in which so 
many wage earners must live? We must 
answer a positive‘ No.“ 

Then he told of his plan. He explained 
to the congregation that more than 17,000 
letters would be mailed to Chicagoans in 
the next few weeks. The letters will ask 
for yearly subscriptions to the church 
maintenance fund. At the end of the three 
years a campaign to raise an endowment 
fund of $300,000 will be renewed. 


Letter Urges Contributions. 

A copy of the circular letter to be mailed 
was read by the Rev. Mr. McGann. 

“The continuance of Trinity church and 
parish house depends now on the recognition 
and support of the people of Chicago,” the 
letter read: 

The church Is ministering to a numerous 
and needy constituency with a well or- 
ganized staff of clergy and workers. The 
parish house is the center of our clubs, to 
which young men and women come from all 
parts of the city and seem to find here what 
they need. 

Our luncheon club alone has a dally at- 
tendance of 150 working girls. Within the 
calendar month, excluding Sundays, 6,000 
people have entered our parish house. 


Church a Community Force. 

“Day by day Trinity is becoming more of 
a community force, serving the higher and 
permanent interests of Chicago. The buiid- 
ings are admirably adapted, and the demand 
is obvious for a larger and deeper service te 
the community. 

“The supporting members of the parish 
have during the recent years decreased in 
number, and despite generous giving they 
are unable to maintain the establishment. 

We ask that everyone who believes in the 
spiritual and humanitarian work of this 
great institution assist in its support by sub- 
scribing a moderate sum yearly for a period 
of three years, beginning April 1, 1914, upon 
condition that a total of at least $10,000 a 
year be likewise subscribed. 

“ The purpose of providing maintenance 
now for the three years’ period is to allow 
enough time for the completion of the perma- 
nent endowment fund, and by that method 
bring to an end our financial emergencies.

ARMAGH, Ireland, March 22.—Seven hun- 
dred Ulster volunteers attended a church 
parade at the cathedral here today. The 
union jack flew from the tower. Before 
pronouncing the benediction the lord primate 
of Ireland exhorted the volunteers to bear 
themselves quietly and not by word or deed 
provoke or annoy those who differed from 
them, even if those men wished to throw 
Ireland back into the slough of despond. 
Their motto should be “ defense, not de- 
fiance.” They should bear themselves in 
quietness and give unwavering obedience 
and sacrifice of time and strength, even life 
itself if need be, to justify their existence

COMMENT BY CARDINAL GIBBONS.

CAPITAL DISCUSSES II. 


Ways to Lessen Irksome Dignity 
Which Hedges In Execu- 
tive Suggested. 


Washington, D. C.. March 22. Special. ]— 
Nothing said or done by Woodrow Wilson 
since he became president of the United 
States a little more than a year ago has 
caused as much comment in Washington as 
his heart to heart talk to members of the

It might surprise Mr. Wilson to know that 
in Washington at least his intimate stary 
of how it feels to be president has brought 
more complimentary indorsements than any 
of his utterances on public questions. 

Everywhere in the capital the president's 
half serious, half humorous reference to the 
artificial restrictions that prevent him from 
going about like an ordinary human being 
have been received in a sympathetic spirit.

tale of woe. 


Remedies for Situation Discussed. 

The general goseip over the president's re- 
marks has had the effect of arousing discus 
sion as to whether some means can be found 
of cutting or loosening the cords of precedent 
that bind the president of the United States in 
his personal relationship to ais fellow citi- 
zens.

Gen. Grant Always Democratic.

Women Put Nurses in Schools, 

Not so many years ago there were no 
nurses in the schools. But five or ax 
years ago, when there was an epidemic of 
scarlet fever, women in the clubs declared 
thousands of school children needed protec- 
tion from epidemics. The women hired 
nurses and sent them into the schoole. 

“ The work grew and the nurses were taken 
over by the health department. Then the 
women were told they no longer could di- 
rect the work of the nurses since the asso- 
ciation had become political.

Same Thing Over Again. 

“The same sort of experience was met 
with by the Juvenile Protective association.

$65,000,000 UNION DEPOT? —

vania, Alton, Milwaukee, and Burlington 
railroads.

The passage of the west side terminal 

ordinances will set in motion one of the most 
important public improvements in the his- 
tory of Ohicago. 
One ordinance will remove an inadequate, 
unsightly, and insanitary building, an eye 
gore, a conspicuous feature of the sordid 
side of the city. It will replace it with a 
great modern station which will stand out 
as a feature of the new and more sightly 
modern city we are working for today. 

The other ordinance will inaugurate a 
rearrangement of freight service which will 
be of great economic benefit to the city and 
its whole tributary region. 

The ordinances are not perfect. Problems 
are left unsettled by them which it would 
have been profitable to the city to have set- 
tled at thig time. But these problems will 
be dealt with, and we may have more con- 
fidence now than ever before that they will 
be solved in the interest of the whole com- 
munity. The present ordinances, mean- 
while, will establish on terms beneficial to 
the city great and urgently needed improve- 
ments, while delay for the sake of further 
benefits in detail, it is feared, will cost more 
than the benefits will be worth.

The citizens’ committee, that group of 
public spirited men who went into their pri- 
vate pockets to employ experts for the per- 
fecting of the terminal ordinances and the 
broad study of the whole terminal situa- 
tion, having carefully considered the amend- 
ments gained, have withdrawn opposition. 

The Building Trades council has called 
for the passage of the ordinances without 
delay in order that local conditions of un- 
employment may be relieved. 

West side property owners and residents 
favor the improvement which will affect 
them so vitally.

On the other hand, no well informed and 
important group or eivic interest contends 
for further delay, much less for defeat. It 
is virtually the unanimous opinion that 
the protracted negotiations now have 
brought about the best bargain the city 
can make, taking into consideration all 
substantial rights and interests and the 
dangers and losses of further postponement. 

But—there is 4 persistent rumor about 
the city hall that certain aldermen have not 
been “seen,” and that they will not vote 
for the terminal ordinances until they are 
„ seen.” 

It would be a calamity to this community 
if for reasons of that sort Chicago should 
lose or delay this great and greatly needed 
improvement.

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WATER IN FLOOD TIME. 


N one Ohio town the waterworks people 
sent out a notice on a Tuesday morning 
in 1918 that the water plant would 
probably be flooded and that the people 
should boil the water. This notice was 

jesued twelve hours before the works were 
flooded. In other places notice was issued 
just after the flooding. 

In most places chlorinated lime was fur- 
nished for disinfecting outhouses and or- 
dinary water wells, and ordinary lime for 
cellars, out of doors trash, and for white- 
washing.

Most of the towns saw the great impor 
tance of sterilizing the water. Where there 
was a public water supply the people were 
instructed to boil the water in their homes 
and in addition frequently a temporary 
chlorine plant was installed. 

In some towns, recognizing that people 
cannot be depended upon to beil the water, 
different methods of sterilizing were em- 
ployed. One town filled water wagons, 
sterilised the water by running steam into it, 
and then distributed the wagons around the 
town. The people went to the nearest wag- 
ons for buckets of drinking water. Other 
towns sent men around disinfecting the 
wells with hypochlorite.

In times of flood the pollution of out- 
houses is washed into the overflowed yard 
wells. These men used a weight to get the 
depth of the well, estimated the amount of 
water in it, put the required amguat of 
lime in a gunny sack, tied the package to 
the rope, and swung it around in the water 
until the lime had washed out. 
They used three or four parts of lime to 
a million parts of water. In some instances 
they used eight to a million. The water 
was badly polluted, and the pollution used 
up a good deal of lime before the antiseptic 
action could accomplish much.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


ORD MONSON, due in New York from 
England tomorrow night or the day 
after tomorrow on board the Olympic, 
ls married to the widow of Lawrence 
Turnure of New York, daughter of 

Gen. Roy Stone, U. S. A., and is head of a 
family which ever since the reign of James 
I. has been closely identified with the royal 
household. 

The men all bear the peculiar Christian 
name of Debonnaire, which seems singularly 
appropriate to the career of a courtier, for 
which they have during hundreds of years 
past manifested so much liking. With one 
exception they have all been faithful to the 
trust reposed in them by the sovereign and 
the members of the reigning family. 

That exception was William Viscount Mon- 
eon, who, although a member of the house- 
hold of Charles I., betrayed hisroyal master, 
for which, after the restoration, he was 
dragged with a halter round hie neck on @ 
hurdie through the streets of London to the 
gallows at Tyburn (on the site now occupied 
by the Marble Arch), and then was im- 
prisoned for the remainder of his days in the 
Tower of London. 

The present Lord Mofison was equerry to 
‘King Badward’s sailor brother, Alfred, Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg and of, Bdinburgh, until that 
prince's. death, having succeeded his father, 
who had been master of the duke’s house- 
hold. His mother, the dowager Lady Mon- 
gon, still retains her connection with the 
widowed Duchess of Coburg and Edinburgh 
as one of her ladies in waiting. An uncle of 
Lord Monson, seventh baron of the line, was 
master of the horee and treasurer of the 
household of Queen Victoria. 

The family likewise possesses a baronetcy 
bestowed upon the late Sir Edmund Monson 
on his retirement from the post of am- 
dassador in Paris. Sir Edmund was the sec- 
retary of Lord Lyons when the latter repre- 
gented Great Britain at Washington during 
the presidency of Lincoln. The baronetcy 
is now held by his eldest son, Sir Mexwell 
Monson, who was attached for à time to his 
father’s embessy. in Paris, but is now in the 
automobile business, representing one of the 
big French concerns in London. >

Toward the end of January the Wattan, 
the leading Coptic newspaper of Egypt, pub- 
lished at Cairo, printed’ a telegraphic dis- 
patch which it had just received from the 
supreme head of the Abyesinian church at 
Addis-Abeba, the Metropolitan and Abuna 
Mathaeos, in reply to an inquiry as to 
whether Menelik was alive or dead.

Tilinois Manufacturers Say Attorney 
Would Not Be Impartial. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—(Special. }— 
The Illincis Manufacturers’ association and 
ether organizations in Illinois, Indiana, and 
Wisconsin opposing union labor have sent 
protests to Senator Lewis against any ap- 
propriation for the industrial commission 
which will include a salary for William Or- 
monde Thompson of Chicago, recently made

She was unable to gain ad- 
mission, however, as every seat in the edifice 
had been taken in view of the fact that she 
had announced her intention last Sunday to be 
present i the abbey tonight. 

The militant suffragist and her followers, 
however, held an open air meeting in the street 
in the rear of the abbey.

ELLESLEY, Mass., March 22.—A tragic 
feature of the fire that consumed Col- 
lege hall Tuesday became known only 
today when it was announced that the

Rhubarb sauce sometimes is baked in the 
oven, and may be rich and agreeable cooked 
in thia way, but is strong if overcooked. An- 
other way of cooking it, which is not so likely 
to develop its strong. quality, is to cook it in 
the double boiler, without any water. It may 
be cooked in this way, put through a sieve, 
then served very cold, when it will resemble 
a sherbet. 

Care in cooking makes such an enormous 
difference in almost any of the rhubarb sauces, 
jams, and ‘ellies that too much emphasis can- 
not be laid upon the attention that must be 
given this. It cooks so quickly and is so poor 
if overcooked that the cook should give it 
her fninterrupted thought while it is in proc- 
ess of completion. 

In making a sauce of very tender rhubarb 
one may put to boil a mixture of sugar and 
water and have it ready and boiling to pour 
over the rhubarb, which will be done in no 
time at all. Some housewives keep a “stock 
sirup” for just such purposes. 

RHUBARB JAM.—One pound of sugar to 
every pound of rhubarb. Prepare as for stew- 
ing. ix it with the sugar and heat up slow- 
ly, and then cook very slowly until it will 
set when cool.

Some persons add a little soda to rhubarb, 
so that less sugar need be used, and another 
method is to scald it before cooking, but 
neither of these ‘processes are good for the 
forced or pink rhubarb. 


“Rhubarb takes all flavors, but gives none, 


so is most economical to use for tarts or jam 
with expensive fruits,“ says a Scotch cook 
book, and not quite truly. It further says: 
Flavor simple juice of rhubarb with lemon 
and almond flavoring and you. have apple 
jelly; with lemon peel and stick cinnamon
